The sub- 
ject upon which he spoke last night 
wn« "The iMoverrventp, ot PlanUL" 

The speaker a.t tho outset of hUt 
iMldron.H explained th-it some plant"» 
under ccita.ln conditions do not age 
wt all, PWnt life, like animal life, doe» 
not t-ijK! pl.i.ce in a perfectly homo- 
flronoouM atmosphere. This hetero- 
^cneoiia atni'osphoro irritates the 
planta and Is roflecled In their .çrowth. 

The speaker explalne<l'^thnt he was 
Solntj to deal in his lecture with move, 
monlfl created mostly by external 
forces such .as lack of food, and not 
with moventonts cr»ated by physical 
factors such an wind or clirnate. 
I3r. Ulchia also said that be would 
deal with invisible plant movements, 
«nd not with .nicti movements a.x th-- 
vlslble budding of flowers, lie hoped 
to prove that plants .-ire just as aenji- 
llvc îis animal?. If not more so. 

PJants free In water usually have 
long-, thin threads over tlic-ir externa 
surf;i.ce, known as phlagela, which 
are in continual rapid motion. Their 
speed is so great that a single pillttse 
luni cannot be phototcraphed in motion. 
If tho motion 'of the phlugela could 
b« analysed, .one mlshl be abW to 
apply 'llio same principle to propul 
water craft, and thus levolutioiiiie 
ocean Irunsviortaiion.

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GEORGE OWEN, JR., AND OVER-ORGANIZED 
ATHLETICS 



Over-orpaniKOi^ compplitivp alhlotio? have become an aRgra- 
A'ated problem in the uinvevsit.ie.<i. Tlie \ io.toriea of a collegre foot- 
ball team and its achievements on ibc gridiron forai for many 
. students ihf> cbiof points of intoro.^t in the activities of a \ini- 
vcrsity. There is. too. a tendency to glorify the athlole and wor- 
ship him for his physical prowess. 

Whether we ob.iect to these tendc-ncio? or no; iho 
iiicnt.'^ recently made by George Owen. Jr., who is the holder of 
nine major "H's" at Harvard, and who captJiined three teams 
from 1920 to 1923, in "The Independent." mu.M certainly com- 
mand our attention. Say.< Mr. Owen: "1 believe quite frankly 
that t^he majority of college football players do not enjoy play- 
inc the game. . . . The real reason for ray dislike of foot- 
;b8ll. fl.Tid I think the dislike of many ot her players lies primarily 
'in the terrific ^rrind necessary to keep in rnnnins:. . , . Col- 
lege football has Fro%%m to .<;uch colossal proportions that it could 
hardly be considered .n frame played for sport alone, but rather 
a stern and relentless business." 

From an ordinary athlete these words would have perhaps 
little significance — but coming- as they do from Mr. Owen they 
• must be seriously considered. Mr. Owen speaks from e.\- 
perience. And that experience seems to have brought to him the 
true realisation of the evils to be found in over-organized com- 
petitive athletice today. 

His entire argument has a mo.=;t logical basis. The good 
writer -who writes to order and who must turn out so many 
words a week for a journal, according to contract, of necessity 
will often turn out trash. The aiaist who comes before us in 
the concert hall must give us music as his contract dictates 
Aiv-bether there is music, in his heart at the moment or not. It 
is the old story of the jester who is full of a sadness but who 
OTUst be gay that his master might be amused, 
é^i I? thir not true of thr arhleu'? Physical txcn-cise i? so.nic- 
itliing that is practically spontaneous. There are moments v.-hen 
we all feel pay and vigorous — when v.-e feel like running and 
rjumpinir and r)lay:nv: wiih our fellovVF. Wc could tiien play the 
-game with, spirit and with life. But just as soon aE it becomes .-t 
matter of grind — of perpetual preparation for a combat, of ];la;.-- 
ing a game at such and such a time, on such and such a date, 
twith such and. such a team it becomes a terrific buainesè.-as Mr. 
Owen has it. stern and relentless. 

This is the tendency of the time — ^this organizatirjii aiid sy^.- 
;tematization of all. With teams, why in reality nieiely fill out 
business contracts and undergo tiie grind because they feel it 
their duty to their college, it becomes not a matter of spon or 
physical pi-owess. but a straightforv/ard proposition at the back 
of which liée heavy and dibcouraging labour. 

The spirit of organization continues right into our Rooters 
•who watch the game and who do not cheer spontaneously, but v.'ho 
do it according to hajd and fast rules, in great uniso/i and with 
imuch precision. And cheering we all know should not be as ar- 
tificial as all thai ! It it man's natural tendency to be exultant 
it times — the adding of efficiency and "pep" to it i.s a Jiegation 
,;trf that true spirit which permeated the athletic contests of tiie 
llÇrreeks when they gathered for their Olympic Games — ^tliat spii-it 
which is sadly needed today. 

It would be well for McGill students to notice tiiest; tenden- 
cies in the fields of athletic endeavour. The problem." are cer- 
tainly worthy of BCtrious consideration.
